The Chilcotin Debate. 

Unusual pressure upon our columns 
precluded any remarks upon the inter- 
esting and, in some respects, extraor- 
dinary debate -which took place in the 
Legislative Assombly on Monday, upon 
Mr. Humphreys' Resolution for throw- 
ing open the Chilcotin Valley for set- 
tlement. First of all, vre find the 
new Commissioner of Lands and 
Works jumping up and justifying the 
reserve in one breath and condemning 
it in the next. Why the announced 
determination of the new Govornmont 
to at once roniovo the resevvo and 
throw the valley open to settlement, 
really constituted the most emphatic 
verdict of condemnation that 
could possibly have been passed 
upon the act of the old. Next, 
up jumped the now Attorney General, 
and entered into a lengthy dofouco 
of the late administration, of which ho 
was a member. Having thus discharg- 
ed a duty to tho doad, he said the 
Government of which he had now tho 
honor to bo a member had docided to 
' at once remove the reserve and throw 
the valley open to settlement; but ho 
assigned as a reason for doing so the 
fact that there, rcast no fear of any white, set- 
tler going in at present because tho country 
was winter-bound .' Before tho debate was 
concluded, however, tho Attorney 
General learned that white men could 
enter the valley at this season of the 
year, and announced his acceptance 
of Mr. Robertson's amendment, which, 
in effect, left matters as they were ! 
The next Minister to speak was the 
Premier. While giving the late Gov- 
ernment credit for good intentions, ho 
disapproved of tho reserve, announced 
tho determination of tho Government 
to at once tbrow open the whole of 
that country to settlement, and de- 
clared his intention to vote for Mr. 
Humphreys' Resolution. Mr. Arm- 
strong, also a Minister, said: "Take 
the reserve off at once ! " And how 
did Ministers vote after all ? Would 
you believe it ? — they voted against 
both amendment and resolution ! 
Ministerial harmony I ! Ministerial 
consistency!! Let us analyze the 
three resolutions. The original reso- 
lution was to have the reserved lands 
at once thrown open to pre-emption 
The chief objection urged was that 
pre-emptors would not respect Indian 
lands, and trouble, if not bloodshed, 
would ensue; but such a contingency 
would, as pointed out by Mr. Humph- 
reys, seem to be amply guarded 
against in the Pre-emption law, where 
it is provided that a person possessing 
the requisite qualifications may acquire 
the right to pre-empt any tract of un- 
occupied, unsurveyed, and unreserved 
Crown Lands (not being an Indian 
settlement) not exceeding," &c. This 
provision seems to have fully met the 
case in other parts of tho country, and 
wo see no reason for apprehending 
failure in tho case of the Chilcotin 
Valley. According to the announced 
policy of the Ministry, it would have 
been proper and consistent to have sup- 
ported the original resolution inasmuch 
us it would have simply been an endorse- 
ment of their declared policy by the 
House. The amendment offered by 
Mr. Robertson proposed first deter- 
mining the Indion reserves, and afterc 
wards throwing open the remainder for 
settlement. The objection to this 
course was obvious, inasmuch as tho 
first step could only bo taken pursuant 
to an application on tho part of the 
Federal authorities, which might not 
be made till long after the whole of tho 
luiul had passed forever beyond provin- 
cial control. Mr. Robson's amendment 
proposed "that tho Government should 
at once make such reserves as would 
include a reasonable and suitable amount 
of land for the Indians, and throw open 
the remainder to settlement." In this way 
the reserve not being literally an Indian 
one, could be nt once made by tho Local 
Government without any reference what- 
ever to tho Federal authorities; and thus 
the greater part of tho most extensive and 
fertile valley in tho Province would lie 
open to settlement during tho few weeks 
or months that it may remain under Pro- 
vincial control. Tho House took this 
view and accordingly Mr. Robson's 
amendment was passed. And now that 
the duty of the Govornmont is plain, and 
its hands have been strengthened by a reso- 
lution of tho House, it is hoped that no 
time will bo lost in taking the necessary 
steps for having these valuable lands 
thrown open to pre-emption. 

Population. — The human population of 
this planet is estimated at about one thou- 
sand or twelve hundred millions. The 
population of China alone is said to be 
three hundred millions. As the Chinese 
Empire is not one-tenth of the earth's sur- 
face, it is evident that tho earth has an 
area of one hundred and lifty millions of 
geographical square miles. If wo deduct 
two thirds of this t'.paco for water and 
other uninhabitable regions, we have loft 
fifty millionsof square miles. Portions of 
Belgium have five hundred people to the 
square mile. There nro tropical countries 
that can sustain ono thousand to the square 
milo. If wo take tho actual population of 
some of the Belgian provinces as a fair 
average of tho capacity of land under 
high culture to support inhabitants, tho 
earth might feed twenty live times its 
present population — twenty-live billions. 
For ages to come, therefore, the popula- 
tion question, which has given so much 
trouble to political economists, is only a 
question of emigration, colonization, the 
distribution of surplus populations, and 
the subjugation and cultivation of man's 
heritage. — From '-Human Physiology," by

Wild Land Tax. 

Editor British Colonist: — Your cor- 
respondent "Giles" says a special tax on 
unimproved lands, however desirablo to 
onoourago the cultivation of tho soil, 
would bo unjust. 

Now, sir, if purchasers of these lands 
had adopted a different course at an 
earner day, and sold to actual settlors at 
a fair price, wo should have tho satisfac- 
tion of seeing men possessing these lands 
and in a position to employ others. Those 
mon have driven tho hardy sons of soil 
from amongst us, and tho land is to this 
day tho abodo of wild beasts, and still 
covered with big troos. Now, sir, if tho 
taxing of those lands is an injustico to 
thoso possessing thorn, what injustice has 
boon done to the Province, for tho last 
ten yonrs comparatively speaking wo are 
in tho same position wo woro in ton 
years ago. Take, for instance, a circuit 
of ton miles around Victoria, and what 
improvement do wo sea V Are they in tho 
Bauie state as other now places in Canada 
since tho introduction of the wild land 
tax? I doubt if your correspondent 
"Giles" has ever beon in a now country, 
whore a largo monopoly exists to tho 
same extent as in this country. In 
speaking of tho system of Road Tax not 
answering the deairod end, why not adopt 
the Canadian system in every Municipal- 
ity, by electing annually a "Path Master" 
who is sworn to do his duty and insist up- 
on a fair day's labor being performed by 
everyone who is liable. You will then 
find there will bo more interest taken in 
the eloction of a "Path Master," than 
there is at present in tho election of a 
member to represent us in tho Canandian 
Parliament. 

Your correspondent suggests a mode 
of taxation which I consider would bo 
an injustice. I would propose to tax 
every aero of unimproved land according 
to its fair valuation, and not tax every 
holder of ten acres or less three dollars. 
A poor man may havo three or four acros 
which might not be worth three dollars a 
year, and would bo really taxing him 
about ten times (in proportion) as much 
as tho holder of one thousand acres. Tho 
largo holders are tho roal land speculators 
and are the parties whom tho tax should 
most particularly roach. By taxing every 
acre as I have proposed you havo a correct 
basis to go upon, and pJJ lands hold for 
speculation would becomo such a burden 
to tho owners that they would be com- 
pelled to utilize them or dispose of them 
to others. By so doing you would seo 
such progress in a few years as would 
perfectly astonish tho most sanguine. 

I believe tho Premier was asked what 
would lio douo, in regard to parties own- 
ing lands purchased at a high price, and 
that are now not worth the present market 
value. He suggested that they should bo 
indemnified. Now, it is generally ad- 
mitted that every settler is worth ono 
thousand dollars to any new country, that 
being the case the present land monopol- 
izers should bo called upon to indemnify 
tho Government. Now, tho owners of 
these lands bought them for speculation, 
and there was a time when they would 
have realized something handsome by 
laying them out in lots to suit purchasers. 
They have let that opportunity pass; they 
have played with the "mouse" till they 
have nearly lost it. Tho time lias come 
when the people demand of their Legis- 
lators that they shall pass an Act having 
for its object the taxing of unimproved 
lands held for speculation. It has been 
stated on the rloor of the house, the 
present session, that tho Legislatvre has 
no power to deal with tho question. Then 
I say, for ono, destroy the Constitution as 
soon as possible. What is tho business 
of our Local House if it is not to deal 
with local matters. C. B. B.

First Provincial Legislative 
Assembly- 

SECOND SESSION. 

Tuesday, Jan. 14th, 1873. 

The Speaker took the Chair at ^ o'clock 
p.m. 

PBrVTLEOH. 

Mr. Smitho complained of the manner 
in which the Colonist had reported his 
question of privilege the day previous, 
making it appear that ho had been out of 
order, whereas he was not out of order at 
the time of rising. 

Mr. Duck said that he had said the day 
boforo that the Dominion Government 
and not this Government were responsible 
for the Quarantine expenditures, 

RETURNS. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven laid before the House 
retnrns of Indian Reserves in this Pro- 
vince. 

STANDING ORDERS. 
Mr. McOreight presented an amend- 
ment to the .Standing Orders with respect 
to the presentation of private bills. 

ORDERS or THE DAY. 

A lengthy discussion arose as to these 
interesting matters, for the fourth timo 
during tho present session. 

FIRE BRIGADE. 

Mr. Barnston introduced the William 
Creek Fire Brigade Protection Act, which 
■was read a first timo. 

Mr. Robson asked if this was not a 
privato bill V 

Mr. McOreight thought that it was. 

After some discussion, on motion of hon. 
Mr. Walkem an attempt was made to sus- 
pend the rules so that the bill might be 
read a first timo; but Mr Smitho objected 
until ho knew more about the bill. Mr. 
McOreight was of tho same opinion. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem said that if tho Bill 
wore withdrawn it could not como up 
again this session. Whereupon Mr. Smitho 
withdrew his objection and tho rules wero 
suspended. 

VICTORIA GAOL. 

Mr. Bobson moved "That an humble 
Address be presented to His Esoellency 
the Lieutenant-Governor, asking that tho 
Report of the Commission appointed last 
session, to enquire into the condition of 
Victoria Gaol, together with a statement 
showing how for the recommendations of 
said Baport have been, or are about to be, 
complied with, may be sent down to this 
House." 

The resolution was passed. 

WILD LAND TAX. 

Mr. Sniitho's motion that the House go 
into Committee of the Whole for tho pur- 
pose of considering a Wild Land Tax 
Bill was dropped till some future day. 
PRIVATE PILLS. 

Mr. McOreight moved that Rule No. 
48 of the Standing orders should be mo- 
dified, in viewof the delay of the appoint- 
ment of the Committee, su as to allow of 
Private Bills being presented to the House 
until the lapse of the first fivo weeks of 
the Session, and so as to allow of Reports 
of Select Committees on PrivatoBills being 
received until the lapse of the first seven 
weeks of the Session. 

Mr. Bunster seconded and tho motion 
was passed, when 

Mr. Humphreys pointed out that it 
was establishing a bad precedent, and ho 
had only vot«d for it upon tho under- 
standing that it was only for this session. 

EAST COAST STEAMER. . 

Mr. Bobson asked what have been the 
results (if any ) of an Address passed by 
this House, 'on tho 12th March, 1872, 
praying that, in subsidizing a steamer to 
carry the Mails on the East Coast of this 
Island, certain provision might be made 
for tho rates to be charged for freight and 



Hon. Dr. Ash replied that the Address 
•sras duly forwarded to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and that no reply, up to the pre- 
sent timo, had been received. 

CRIMINALS. 

Mr. Bobson asked whether any ar- 
rangement has been made with tho Feder- 
al Government whereby this ProvinCO 
shall be relieved of the expense of main- 
taining a class of criminals who would 
properly be inmates of a Penitentiary; did, 
one exist; and, if not, whether any tsteps 
are being taken, or are contemplated, to- 
wards tho attainment of that object ? 

Hon. Dr. Ash said that no definite ar- 
rangement had been made with tho Do- 
minion Government, but that tho sum of 
75 cents, per diem had been named to tho 
Financial Agent of tho Dominion as tho 
cost of keeping criminals. 

MODIFIED TARIFF. 

Mr. Bunster moved, That on Monday 
next, this House do resolve itself into a 
Committee of the Whole House, with in- 
structions to prepare a petition to the Do- 
minion Government to consider tho ex- 
pediency of altering the Customs duties 
on certain articles to bo 'described in the 
petition, and also tho Excise, irV- -order to 
afford protection to agriculture and manu- 
facturing interests in this Province. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosinos suggested that tho 
resolution should be made less impera- 
tive. • 

Tho Speaker suggested a reference to a 
Select Committee so as to facilitate busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Bunster believed that every consti- 
tuency in the Province would go in for a 
Modification of tho Tariff. Ho knew that 
from the cordial manner in which he was 
patted on the back by people of (ivory Dis- 
trict and applauded for the way in which 
he had stood up for protection. Even 
Victoria City, ho believed, had discovered 
that, the Canadian Tariff, while it gave 
thorn a cheaper loaf, gave them dearer 
beef and other necessaries. Ho stood 
hero to oxpress the well understood wishes 
/if the people and advocate ti measure that 
will moke tho Province prosperous and 
groat. Ho accepted the suggestion of tho 



hon. Premier and hoped ho would givo 
the Modified Tariff a hearty support on 
Monday next. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos moved as an 
amendment that the question bo referred 
to a Select Committee consisting of Messrs 
Bunster, Cogan, Humphreys, Duck, Booth 
and Hughes. 

Mr. Smith would suggest that a few 
Canadian Tariff men should bo added to 
that Committee. 

Mr. Bunster feared falling into any trap 
in this matter. He had tho cause much 
at heart and ho did not wish to bo led in- 
to error. 

Mr. Booth supported the amendment of 
the hon. Premier. 

Mr. Bobson could not agree with tho 
amendment. He thought tho original re- 
solution much better, as he saw no utility 
in appointing a Select Committee until 
the Houso had expressed its opinion ou 
tho question. The original resolution 
might be modfied so as to read, to go in- 
to Committee to censidor tho expediency 
of preparing a petition, etc. 

Mr. Holbrook agreed with the lion, 
member for Nanaimo. The matter was a 
very important one and the adoption of a 
Modified Tariff would derange trade. 
[No.] 

Mr. Barnston was opposed to both the 
amendment and the original resolution. 
Why was not something said about tho 
mining interests ? 

Mr. Smith said that he doubted if the 
House had the power to appoint a Select 
Committee on a Federal matter [hear, j 
Tho proper course would bo to pass an 
address expressing the sentiment of this 
Houso to tho Canadian Government. 

Mr. Bobson moved to amend the origi- 
nal resolution so that the House would 
resolve itself into Committee of tho Whole 
on Monday next to consider tho expedi- 
ency of preparing a petition to the Do- 
minion Government on the subject. Ho 
believed the Select Committee would bo 
tho best way to kill the whole affair. Tho 
proper way was to discuss tho matter in 
Committee of the Whole House in a fair 
and open manner. Thin was a national 
question. Let us deal with it like states- 
men on the lloor of the House. 

Mr. Holbrook seconded the amendment 
of the hon. member for Nanaimo. 

Tho original resolution was lost — 7 to 
15. 

Mr. DoCosmos' amendment for a Select 
Committee was lost — 9 to 14. 

Mr. Speaker— The only word left of the 
original resolution is tho word "that." 
[ Laughter. J 

Mr. Bobson's amendment for a Com- 
mittee of tho Whole on Monday next was 
then put and carried unanimously. 

VICTORIA AND ESQTJIMALT RAILWAY HILL. 

The Bill to incorporate tho Victoria and 
Esquimalt Railway Bill was introduced by 
Mr. McOreight, read a first time and re- 
ferred to Committee on Standing Orders. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

Mr. Bunster introduced a Bill to incor- 
porate a Company to bring water into the 
City of Victoria. Tho Bill was read a 
first timo and referred to the Committco 
ou Private Bills. 

MARRIED WOMEN'S ritOPEHTy RILL. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven introduced this Bill 
and took the precaution to say that it was 
not a Government measure. Tho hon. 
mover explained tho nature of the Bill, 
which was to allow married women to 
hold prop, rty in their own name and to 
protect the life insurance of the husband 
from seizure by his creditors. Married 
women would be allowed to retain real 
estate owned by thorn at the time of their 
marriage; to transact business; to allow 
them to become shareholders, &e.,Acc.; 
husbands not liable for debts contracted 
by their wives before marriage. 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong seconded tho se- 
cond reading of the Bill. 

Mr. Bobson could not support all the 
provisions of the Bill. There were in- 
stances wherein the husband did not 
treat the wife properly and where a cer- 
tain amount of protection was necessary; 
but brutality on the part of husbands; was 
not tho rule. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos— Yes. 
Mr, Bobson — Do I understand the hon. 
gentleman to say that, as a rule, husbands 
in this Province treatjthoir wives brutally ? 
Hon. Mr. DoCosmos —Yes. 
Mr. Bobson— Does the hon. gentleman 
speak from experience '? ( laughter, j 
Mr. DoCosmos — No; from observation. 
Mr. Robson regretted to hear such an 
opinion expressed on the floor of thisllouse. 
The Bill would encourage some wives to 
throw tho children on their husband's 
hands, leave him and go into business on 
their own "hook." Ho called the House 
to imagine the feelings of a husband 
whoso wife spent her timo attending to 
business of Iter own instead of taking care 
of the house. The Act should be entitled 
An Act to Encourage Bochalordom. 
[lauglfter] There were some instances 
in which protection was necessary, but 
this Bill would introduce Women's Bights 
into the Province. [ Hear, hear, from Mr. 
Holbrook and laughter. ] The Bill was 
calculated to revolutionize tho marriage 
state and ho hoped it would never pass 
the Houso. 

Mr. Booth warmly supported tho mea- 
sure and could not see on what ground a 
wife should bo held in subjection and 
not placed on a level with her husband. 

Mr. Smith referred to the Bill in a 
most humorous manner. He pictured 
tho fair ones bobbing round in gold 
chains and Dolly Vardens, speculating in 
stocks and contracting for buildings. 
( laughter | while tho husbands knelt at 
their feet and solicited jobs as sub-con- 
tractors [laugher] . There wero some in- 
congruities in tho Bill, which might be 
amended in committee; but on tho whole 
he gave his support to the measure 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos warmly supported 
tho Bill and quoted Stuart Mill to the 
same effect. 

Mr. Holbrook opposed the measure, be- 
lieving that it would prove a fruitful 
source of domestic trouble and commer- 
cial unrest. 

Mr. Humphreys agreed with tho prin- 
ciple of tho Bill-and said it was a mistake 
to say that brutality on tho part of hus-j 
bands was an exception-. He cited the 
English papers whieh, he said, wore full 
of suoh incidents. He instanced a easo 
wherein a man hud drawn bin wife's 
money from tho bank, sold hor property 
and then decamped. With respect to the 
commercial interests that would suffer by 
tho passage of this Bill, ho thought that 
there should bo no credit given to any- 
one, and if dealers lost it would 
be their own faults. [Hoar, hear.] 
By this Bill unjust and tyrannical men 
could not rob their wives of thoir proper- 
ty and hard earnings. He oited a local 
easo wherein a husband had tried to bring 
suit to seize his wife's earnings, 

Mr. Bunster could not ngroo with the 
whole of the Bill. There wore two 
clauses to which ho objected. Ho wanted 



to roo every wife entitled to a third of her 
husband's real estate. Ho was "glad to see 
that tho voice of tho country had brought 
the representatives of this country to a pro- 
per understanding on this subject — repre- 
sentatives who had refused even to second 
his Dower Bill last Session. 

The Bill passed a second reading and 
was committed, Mr. Smitho in tho Chair. 

In Committee Mr. Holbrook Haid that 
tho Life Insurance clause held out a pre- 
mium to tho wife to deprive hor husband 
of lifo and pocket the money. 

Mr. Bunster moved to amend the clause 
so as not to allow the insuranco money to 
accrue to the wifo'a ''hoIo use and benotit" 
— lost, and the clause passed. 

Section 4 was amended by Mr. Mc- 
Oreight, by striking out words making 
the widow of a docoasad intestate absolute 
guardian to the children. This section, 
so amendod, was passod, and tho Commit- 
tee rose, roported progress and asked 
leave to sit again. 

NOTICES. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— Of tho Public En- 
quiry Act, 187;!. 

A long discussion arose on a point of 
order in which Mr. Sinithe took a promi- 
nent, part. 

Mr. Smith thought tho objection of tho 
hon. member for Cowichan very frivolous 
and ridiculous. 

Tho Speaker thought some hon. mem- 
bers were acting "childishly," and mildly 
rebuked the irregularities of the House. 
[Hear.] 

Mr. Robson gave notico of an address 
to tho Lieut. -Governor respecting the 
proper buoying and marking of Nanaimo 
Harbor. 

Mr. Hughes gave notico that he would 
ask the hon. Attorney-General whether 
tho Government have authority to order 
County Courts to be held in places whore 
they are not now hold. 

Mr. Smith— To move that an humble 
Address be presented to His Excellency 
the Lieutenant Governor praying that ho 
will have additional polling places es- 
tablished in tho Yale-Lytton District, as 
follows:— Boston Bar, Foster's Bar, Cook's 
Ferry, head of Nicola Lake, Savana

Stirling) goods, for money paid to defen- 
dants under protest, and for damages.

These 
cross-plaints occupied the Court till late 
in the evening.

A Bark in Dancer.— Tho American 
bark Ava, from San Francisco for Nanai- 
mo, arrived off the harbor ou Monday' 
afternoon during the westerly blow, and 
anchored in Foul Bay. Finding the gale 
increasing and the shelter afforded by the 
bay poor, the captain manned a boat and 
went to Esquimau for assistance. After 
landing, the crew of the boat rowed away 
for tho bark but were unable to reach her, 
and after being out until 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon they managed to return to 
Esquimalt in an exhausted state. Yes- 
terday morning tho wind shifted to the 
south-east and the steamer Isabel ran 
round to Foul Bay, but could not get 
near the bark, which had dragged her 
anchois during tho night and was in a 
very dangerous position this morning. 
Should the wind fall tho steamer Grap- 
pler will go to tho assistance of the Ava. 

Poor Spain. — In the space of 40 yeart 
the Spaniards ha,\e made tho experiment! 
of three regencies, viz: That of Maria 
Cristina, that of Espartero and that of 
Serrano; two reigns, Isabella's and A Hin- 
doo's; of two dictatorships, that of Nar- 
vaez, ferocious and reactionary, that of 
Prim, liberal and patriotic; of 82 minis- 
tries; four constitution or charters. This 
change divorsifiied by 3 civil wars, and 
by an incalculable number of projtuncia- 
ment os, insurrections, mutinies, revolts, 
and all tho destruction of life and proper- 
ty that a people could possibly desire 
and yet the Spaniards are far from happy 
and their lovely peninsula far from pros- 
perous.

Benjamin. --Among the most striking 
careers of the time has been that of Judith 
P. Benjamin, who long represented Louis- 
iana in the United States Senate, sub- 
sequently became the leading member of 
the Confederate cabinet , and after the close 
of tho war removed his residence to Lon- 
don. He procured naturalization in Eng- 
land, and upon complying with the re- 
quisite conditions, began practice in the 
Westminster and Lincoln's Inn courts. 
His progress has been so rapid that, al- 
though be has only been at the English 
bar five or six years, he bits received the 
honor of "silk gown," thus taking his 
place among the upper grade of barristers. 
It is now intimated in some of the English 
papers that Mr. Benjamin is among the 
foremost in the line of those who are 
likely to be raised to the bench within tho 
next few years. It would lie curious to 
see an ex-United States Senator, and an 
ex-f Confederate Secretary of State, sitting 
beside Sir A. Cockburn on the Queen's 
bench, with patched wig and ermine 
gown. Mr. Benjamin is a man of brilliant 
ability as an advocate, and was surpassed 
by very few as an orator when he sat in 
our national councils; his speech on retir- 
ing from tho Senate, just before the war, 
was one of thrilling eloquence, not soon 
to be forgotten by those who heard it. He 
is of Hebrew extraction, and if promoted 
to the English bench will bn the first of 
(hat faith to oooupyohigl) judicial position 
there. Were he to becomo Lord Chief 
Justice, and Mr. Disraeli again Premier, 
tho singular spectacle would be exhibited 
of Jewish heads of the English adminis- 
tration and the English law. — Albany 
Arr/tts.

Death Better than Disap- 
pointment. 

A WISCONSIN GIRL COMMITS SUICIDE 
BECAUSE SHE COULD NOT GO TO A PARTY.

On last Friday the littlo village of 
Eureka was startled by tho report that 
a young girl, the daughter of most re- 
spectable parents, had committed 
suicitlo by Liking strychnine. Tho 
particulars of tho affair are substan- 
tially tlieso: There was to be a fes- 
tival at Wankan on the evening of tho 
tragedy, to which the young lady, Miss 
Mary Atkins, had accepted the escort 
of a young man named Rounds, a 
cousin of Horace Rounds, of this city. 
As Mary had been quite ill for a few 
dayB bofore the festival, her mother 
forbade her going out that evening. 
Disappointed and vexed at this, she 
swallowed a large dose of strychnine, 
which had been kept in the house to 
kill rats. Her sister saw her drink the 
poison from a cup, but supposed it 
was water or cold tea. She then sat 
down mid wrote n note and took up 
her knitting. For some time she sat 
knitting and singing and seemed very 
contented. Shortly afterward, how- 
ever, she was taken violently sick, and 
lived but two hours. A few moments 
after she was taken down Rounds 
called for her, but was informed that 
she could not go. Her mother did 
not know at this time that her 
daughter had taken poison. After 
two hours of great agony she died. 
Everything was done for her that 
could be done; physicians were sum- 
moned, but it was too late. Mr Atkins, 
who is keeping a feed-store at Stevens 
Point, was immedialty sent for, and 
arrived at the earliest possible moment. 
The note which she had written was 
subsequently opened and found to be 
last farewell to her parents and sister. 
The exact contents of the note have 
not yet transpired outside the family 
circle. The young lady was 16 years 
of age, and was universally respected 
by all who knew hor. Her sudden 
and untimely death falls heavily upon 
her relations and the numerous friends 
of tho afflicted family. Her remains 
were buried on Sunday. — Oshkosh 
Northwestern, Dec. 18th. 



Vert recently we read a recommenda- 
tion to farmers to fill the mud-holes about 
the homesteads with leaves. A more shift- 
less resource could not well bo thought 
of.
